. ami FISHERY INDUSTRIES. 

TKi' Mo^tSSal Hbiuld^devotos a long 
editorial to't'Rl^Bubjecl orBritiah Coliim 
bill tisherioa. The stiituMionta aru based 
upon the report for 188;5 to the Depart- 
ment of Marino and Fislieriea at Ottawa, 
prepared by tho lato Mr. Alexander C. 
Anderson, whoso report ia nieiitionod aa 
one of the most striking of Ihos.; re- 
ceived by the departwetit. The Herald 
says that as this province is soon to be 
brought into closer connection with the 
rest of the Uoniinion by meana of (ho 
Canadian Pacific railway, all iufonnation 
in regard to it should bo of i^real interest 
to Eastern Canadians. The writer then 
proceeds to enter into the details of the 
report of "our 6»horiea on the Pacific 
coast, an industry which requires a cap- 
ital uf S708,'2 •)(;,' ;^iviii<,' oniphiynient to 
0,000 jjeraona." .Salmon catching and 
curing are tirdt dealt with. In retjard to 
the fluctuationa in the yield of aalnion 
during diUerent years, air. .\nderson 
stated that haviui,' entered fully into the 
subject in former reports, he .Would not 
repeat his oxplanaliona, but would merely 
remark that the decreaae during some aea- 
sons 18 assignable to jmrely natural and 
explicable causes, and not to be conaidered 
a falling off of the industry. The canned 
salmon in 1883 wore diatnbuted over the 
world aa foUow.s: To London direct, 
88,'J5G caaea; to Liverpool district, 31,050 
caaea. to England via San Francisco, 
Jl,il81 casea—iir a total of i;(l,;)87 ea.ses 
to England alone. There were .sent to 
Australia, 10,950 caaea; to Canada East, 
10,250 caaea; destination unknown beyond 
San Francisco, 24,071; on hand, including 
local con3Uin|)tion, etc. , l'.),0(;-l caaea. Tile 
inspector apoke of tlio inactivity of tliu 
denianduiiiingland fur iititiah (Juluiiibia 
salmon, and said that r.nleaa the demand 
increased the fiaheriea must turn tlu-ir at- 
tention more to supplying the markets of 
the Western States, where there is a coii- 
stantly growing appreciation of our fish. 
Ho also looked forward to the Uaiiadian 
territory oast of the Rocky iiiouiitniiia 
absorbing a considerable portion of our 
fiBh yield as soon as the Canadian Pacific 
is completed . This subject waa enlarged 
upon by Mr. Anderson, who sj\id: 

"Willi the fast-approaching completion 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, whereby 
direct and speedy transport eastward will 
be secured, the fund tish trade of tliis 
Provnico must receive a notable impulse, 
at any season, by means of refriyerators, 
and during winter by even a simpler pro- 
cess. A large demand will neceaaarily 
arise tlirougliout the line of the railway, 
where settlement lias been established, 
and in Manitoba; and eastward ayaiii of 
the last-named locality, in C)iitario and 
elsewhere, it is probable that, during the 
winter season, some of our sea-fishoa may 
prove abundantly attractive, and find a 
ready and lucrative market. Among these 
I may instance our saliiioii, caught by 
trolling in the salt water thnaigliout the! 
winter season. The (luality of these fish 
is much appreciated here, and it ia prob- 
ably in these waters alone, and the con- 
nected waters of Puget Sound, that these 
fish, in their prinio condition, can at this 
season be obtained." 

The Herald then Siij s : 

"There can be little doubt of the fish 
of tlie British Columbin walers fi'i uiiiig, at 
an early date, an intereating item in the 
tratlic of the Canadian Pacific railway. 
The fact relative to a winter suli.noii fish- 
ery in British Columbia, as stated liy In- 
spector Anderson, with l)e read wilh in- 
terest, and there will tie considerable 
speculation aa to the effect of the inar- 
ketting of Ijritish Columbia salmon, fresh 
caught both summer and winter, upon thi^ 
suninior salmon fisheries of nur eastern 
provinces. Uiinadian salmon, for the laat 
few years, could be purchased in winter as 
well aa summer, if wanted, aa a pru|)ortion 
of the New Brunswick snninier catch ia 
held in ice at Miramiehi, Batliurat, etc., 
for winter aale, when price.s are high; but 
these will probably be displaced in winter 
in the Canadian and L'niled States mar- 
kota by the freali caught lisli from British 
Uuluntbia wJion the latter will be pro- 
curable." ,

The French nro just now faking the 
lead ill medictti discovery. Tlie sueco.ss 
of M. Pasteur's attempt.s to muster 
the horrible malady, liydi'0|)liobia, by 
inoculation was announced n day or 
two aj,'o in our dispatches, and now ws 
are assured that reports recently made 
to the French Academy of ^Icdicine 
give ground for hope that iin import- 
aut apeeilic for crou[) und ili|)btlieria 
has been found in the vapor of tar nnd 
turpentine. Equal parts of liquid tar 
and turpentine are put uji in an inm 
pan and burned in tlio patient's room. 
The dense resinous smoke gives iin 
mediate relief. The tibrinou.s mem- 
brane soon bi!coniea doi nclicd and tlie 
patient cough.s up inicrobicides, which, 
if caught in a glass, may be seen to 
dissolve in the smoke. Entire recov 
ery should follow tlii.s treatment in 
tli.'-ee or four days. Tin: I'hihuhdpia 
Tillies reports a case in that city of its 
successful trial. The patient, u c;irl, 
had already becoiiif! too weak to allow 
of irachi^otouiy, when Dr. Nichols, the 
iittending physician, received a oi)|iy of 
the Paris Figaro containing the ac - 
count of the French experiments with 
tar and turpentine. He resorted to 
th(^m at once, the child lieing then in a 
ilistressing struggle foi' brt^atli. .As 
the vapor iilletl the room her breathing 
became normal, and in a few niinutes 
she sank into a natural sleep. Without 
pretending to any scientific knowletlge 
of the subject we should doubt the 
etliciency of this reinedy in those iig 
gravated forms of dipbtliei ia wdiicli are 
eliai-aeterized less by the mciubranoiis 
formation in the throat than by blood 
poisoning, but if it will relie-ve luni 
l Uie diphtlieretic crouj) alone its dis- 
covery is one to be profoundly thank- 
ful for.

Silt:— A.S stock-raising ia the industry 
pi^r excellence of this section, I will com- 
mence with telling you that stock wintered 
well and losses wore trifling, several of 
the stockmen having large quantities of 
hay ou hand wh^n spring opened, a strik- 
ing com trust lo the neighb!'"'ng settle- 
ments of Okanagan Mission, Ulcola lake, 
and the upper country generally, whore 
losses are reiiortud to hava been heavy. 
A stock ranch in the Seniilkameeii valley 
has recently changed hands f(jr nearly 
$50,000, a speaking fact uf tho healthy 
state of the stuck business and the high 
appreciation of this section of- the bunch 
grass count ry. 

liRoWNINilS. 

A son of one of the oldest settlers of 
the Semilkameen valley was recently 
drowned in the Semilk.mieon river under 
aomewhat mysteriima circumstances. A 
young man, who was proved to have boon 
with him at tho time, failed to report the 
catastrophe, indeed, at tirst denied all 
knowledge of it, and it waa only after re- 
[leated ([ueatioiiing that tho particulars 
were elicited. Tho matter ia now under 
inve.stigatii n, and it ia hoped that the re- 
covery of the body may tend to clear up 
tho mystery. •. . 

Anothur sad case of drowning occurred 
at Osoyoos lake, by which a man named 
James Williams lost hia life, together with 
tt valuable team belonging to J.'C. Haynes, 
Esq. It would appear that Williams was 
driving the team and a light waggon across 
tho fi'id, when by some unaccountable 
inoaiia ho mistook tho ford and got into 
deep water. No one was present when 
i tho accident occurred, anil the tirst inti- 
mation was given by an Indian seeing the 
body of a horse floating about.

The summer has set in exceptinnably 
hot, and great fears are entertained for 
the crops, dwiMi,' to ,'1 probable drouth.

The prisoner 
was then arraigned on one of tho charges 
of assault, and tho jury, after a careful 
trial, brought in a verdict of guilty of a 
nommon aBsaalti ' flis lordship sentenced 
him to six months' hard labor, and the 
Crown decliiiud to proceed with the other 
charge of as'ault and the attoiupt to com- 
iiilt suicide. Rlr. Charles Wilson for the 
defense. 

Tho grand jury threw out the bill 
against J. B iswell for rape. 

iMr. P. -^.Irving, the deputy A ttorney- 
Gonutal, waa council for the Crown in all 
cases. 

There was one civil caao-Maaon i*!.'
